Shooting on the Oalumet. 


Roger’s Park, III., Feb. 7. 

Editor Field Dear Sir;— When your gentlemanly agent agreed to send 
me a copy of your valuable paper regularly, if I would occasionally write 
something for its columns, I really thought I would be as good as my word, 
out several mouths have elapsed, and I have had the best of the bargain 
thus far, for I have received The Field and have not written a line for it. 
“Better late than never," however, and so here goes. What to write about, 
though, I hardly know; but as every sportsman naturally meets with all 
sorts of adventures “by flood and field,” I think I will brush up my mem¬ 
ory a little, and dish up some of my experiences when hunting, fishing and 
yachting. 

And here arises the query; Shall I, in my sketches, follow Judge Catou’s 
advice, and give the real names of the parties who figure therein? Why 
not? As I do not intend to say anything derogatory of anybody, I see no 
good reason for withholding names, and it adds a certain zest to an anec¬ 


dote to know that the actors or parties mentioned are bona fi<te flesh and 
blood, and not fictitious characters. Enough of preface, and now for my 
first sketch which I will entitle, 

A TRIP TO THE CALUMET IS 1858. 

I am not quilesure whether this particular trip occurred in '57, '58 or '59, 
as I used to go to the Calumet frequently during these years, but think it was 
in '58. It was in the fall of the year, and the trip was ostensibly made for the 
purpose of gathering frost grapes, and projected by my brother's wife with 
whom I boarded, Joe Kinney was the third member of the party, and our 
rendezvous was, of course, “Chittenden's." (By the way, if I should mis¬ 
state any particular of our adventures, no doubt “old Jo.” cau furuish the 
necessary corrections, as he is still in the city, now as then an active and 
influential member of the Fire Department, and at present the President 
of the Kennicotl Shooting Club. 

We took along our guns—muzzle-loaders, of course, as this w as before 
the day of breech-loaders in this country, at least—but did not anticipate 
much shooting, as grapes were what we were after, particularly. Arriving 
at Chittenden’s, where Jo. was almost considered us one of the family, we 
were heartily welcomed, and after one of Mrs. C’s. famous dinners, made 
doubly pleasant by the presence of onr host’s two charming daughters, a 
couple- of skiffs were made ready, and we started up the river. Jo. and 
Miss Chittenden occupied one of them, and Mrs. R. and the writer, the 
other. It may not be amiss to state that one of the Chittenden girls ijW\t 
this one, I believe) was quite an expert in the use of a fowliug piece, or 
rod and line, and could beat very many of the visitors to her father's place 
in the use of either. 

We arrived safely at the place where grapes abounded, about a mile and 
a half from the house, and amid jest, song and fuu, proceeded to fill the 
pails brought along—a not very arduous job, as the clusters were large and 
plenty—and about half paBt four o’clock opened our lunch basket, and or¬ 
ganized a small but select pic-nic party. This ended, we repaired agaiu 
to the boats and commenced leisurely to make towards home. Meanwhile 
not a duck had been seen, and Jo. and I concluded we had brought aloug 
our guns to no purpose; but wheu uboul liultj way to the house, a flock or 
two of blue-winged teal whistled past, and so running up to a large musk¬ 
rat house in an available position, with a reasonable amount of footing on 
and around it, we landed, with our shooting irons and accompaniments, 
together with an intelligent setter dog, valued alike in the field and water, 
and while our lady companions took one skiff and continued on down the 
river (Miss C. was a skilful oarsworaan among Uei^other accomplishments), 
Jo. and I loaded our guns and got ready for “business."

*T«aw the first stake driven, the first earth broken, the first mile graded, 
the first lie beaded, the first rail laid, the first spike driven, ns well as the 
last in that magnificent enterprise that bound the Atlantic and Pacific 
Oceans, us with nerves of steel, and 1 assisted in driving the firs locomo- 
motive over the sinuous and quivering length that was as jealously watch¬ 
ed and cunningly ambushed as Mormon wrath and Indian hatred were

After the completion of the road, my business in fall and winter, and 
soring called me over it on every train from the Mississippi west, and

Hunting in Kansas. 


La Cygnes, Kas., Feb. . 

Editor Field. Dear Sir: —As a “writist” “I am not a “successist,” or 
as a newspaper correspondent, I don't think I will ever prove a success 
judging from past experience. When a young man I grew sentimental, 
fell in love, and imagined myself quite a writer, even ventured upon a 
piece of poetry, an acrostic, finished it up in as bright colors as iny most 
brilliant, boyish fancy could suggest upon highly perfumed note paper, 
placed it in a very delicately tinted envelope, and sent it to an editor 
friend to publish, aud imagined it would set the whole literary world on 
fire; but was surprised a few days after, by receiving a polite note from 
the gentlemanly editor in which he stated, that t> publish my acrostic 
would be to the detriment of his paper (would defile its sacred columns); 
but as I was a special friend, if 1 would send him $20, or its equivalent, 
he would give it room in his columns. lie wnnted a load of corn, flour, 
potatoes, groceries, onions, Switzer cheese, bologna sausages, provisions of 
any kind; he wauled anything that was to cat; he was hungry, gaunted, 
starving; ho was more anxious to get something to fill up his lean carcass, 
than he was for first class poetry lo till the columns of his little 8x10 sheet. 
This was a “stunner." I concluded he could not appreciate talent, and 
that he would not appreciate the XX (as I did not have it), and aB I was 
r ot in the feeding business, could not supply the demand; so my precious 
little document was lost, squandered, stolen by the devil, perhaps, and 
published as original. I was chafed, sore, bitterly disappointed, and swore 
solemnly never to speak to another editor. 

But that has been a long time, and as the young lady was probably 
saved from disgrace, and as I am now older and have boys large cnongh 
to write poetry (but none of them seem inclined that way, fori think tlie 
poetry was all knocked out of them in my young days), and as I now kuow 
more about hunting than I then did about poetry making, have concluded 
to “venture" a communication, earnestly hoping that it may meet no worse 
fate than its merited doom—the waste basket. 

Well, I suppose the best way to capture you will be to tell you about 
Kansas hunting. 

About two weeks ago Rip Roaring Charlie (a promising youth in his 17th 
winter) and I concluded we would go ducking, as a great many were re¬ 
ported near here rising on the riffles of the river, elsewhere the ice was 
•some 12 inches thick. Our shells were loaded with No. 8 shot, so we had 
only to saddle horses, roll up some grub (as we expected to be out all day), 
get our guns (mine a LeFevcr patent, his a Parker), call the dogs, and we 
were off, went about four miles, hitched our horses and started down to 
the river, but before reaching the riffle our dogs had galloped ahead and 
scared up about 1709 as near as we could count them, all mallards. We 
soon built a blind which we did with some briah and grass that was con¬ 
venient, arranged our ammunition conveniently about us, and crawled into 
our blind to wait for the return of the game from the corn fields whither 
they bad gone. Charlie who bad never been known to remain in one posi¬ 
tion five minutes at a time, soon got impatient, and started up the river to 
hunt the other riffle, and had been gone about half an hour when bang, 
bang, went his gun; my nerves all leaped and I poked the muzzle of my 
gun through the blind in the direction I expected the game to approach. 
Bang, bang, went Charlie again; again my nerves leaped out of their sock¬ 
ets. Bang, bang, again my nervous system was convulsed. Bang, bang, 
bang, bang, was kept up about as fast as Charlie could load and pull the 
trigger, for say 15 minutes, and “nary" a duck yet in sight. I supposed he 
had Bhot into the whole flock which he had found on tho water, and had 
actually killed and wounded the last one, as this would be so much like 
him, and practicing at the wounded ones. The thought of this was more 
than I could stand quietly, so I rushed out of the blind, which by this time 
owing to my extreme nervousness, had become a very frail hiding place, I 
started up the river and had gone a short distance, when I saw Charlie 
coming in a long and excited trot, and naturally concluded he was re¬ 
turning for more ammunition (then I took on a little more excitement and 
quickened my pace), when he got near me he hallooed out, “look what I 
have done, 1 lammed It to him, I tell you I knocked him, shot him 17 times, 
wounded him every time, and he got scared and fell out of the tree and 
crippled himself, and I took a club and knocked his brains out, and then 
killed him until he was as dead as a mackerel.” This was all uttered In 


one excited breath, and as he drew in a fresh one to rest the tired one, he 
held up to me one of the poorest, commonest, paltriest, meanest, tickiest, 
mangiest, runticst, most pitiful, mutilated, insignificent lookiug specimen 
of a grey squirrel I ever saw, not larger than a half grown rat. Imagine 
how my nerves quieted down, when upon enquiry about the ducks, he 
said he had not seen one. This was disappointment; this was great, grand, 
sublime, choico, first class disappointment. 

It does not matter now what our conversation was after that, but Charlie 
went about one hun red yards above the blind and secreted himself in a 
tree top, whore he spent the balance of the day (for fear of being called 
anything but a genuine sportsman). He had no ammunition left und bis 
gun was useless, so he left that on top of the. bluff, while I groped my way 
back to the blind and waited for four long hours, and finally waded off into 
a good comfortable sleep. 

now long I had been thus dreaming of Charlie and his squirrels, ducks, 
etc., I know not, but a double splash awoke me, and looking out upon the 
water, l saw two fine old green heads, about forty yards from me, moving 
inclose together. 1 pushed the muzzle of my gun through the small opening 
the blind and “lammed" away, knocking them ooth dead, and while putting 
iu another shell, two more came, and I served them as I did the others, 
onlv it required a barrel for each of them, as I did not allow them to light. 

I concluded to let them all remain to serve as decoys, and in a short whilo 
several ducks came around, and I thought were going to light, but when 
they got near the decoys they seemed not to take much stock in those dead 
swindles, and left, seemingly never to return. May be some one bad 
played this same trick on them before, for they appeared to be perfectly 
well acquainted with this kind of huinbuggery. Very soon large droves came 
and would bow their wings preparatory to lighting, but as 600 n as they got 
near their dead brothers, they flopped their wings, drew in their necks 
and shot up over the tall timber and away they went. A few old drakes 
seemed to linger in the rear as if to examine the situation more closely, and 
when they were satisfied they looked back over their shoulders and 
“squawked " back that that little arrangement was too “thin," that they 
were well acquainted with some gentlemen somewhere that used to do the 
same thing, but that they were too old to be fooled into any such “flimsy 
doins.” I sent the dogs for the dead ones and took them into the blind 
with me and covered them over with my overcoat, to be sure that no other 
ducks would get a sight of them. Shortly a drove came near^enough for 
me to get another. Directly another drove camd, say about three hundred. 
I tried to kill all of them at one shot and did Dot get anything. By this 
time another drove came, another and another. I discovered at once that 
the whole “capoodle" was the same army of ducks with an occasional 
opening in the ranks. The whole air seemed to be filled with them, and in 
a very few minutes I was in the same fix of Charlie, or nearly the same, he 
had no ammunition and a squirrel; and I had no ammunition and a few 
dead ducks. 

We had never Been any thing of the kind before, it rained, it hailed, it 
poured ducks. They came in so thick and fast that the lighting room was 
all filled, and the last in had to light on some other ducks backs, when 
they would dive, pop up under some other duck, turn him a somersault 
and he would kick another in the eye, that would peck at his nearest 
neighbor, and cause the said neighbor to dodge so as to but bis head against 
the mug of some irritable old she duck, suffering, we supposed, from neu¬ 
ralgia, when she would roll her tongue around a few times so as to get it 
ready for business, and she would pitch into the offenders of her digDity 
and give them a history of their families from the days of Adam to the 
present, claiming that hers was the only original family that had ever been 
with Mr. Noah in his big boat, causing a dispute in camp that was really 
amusing, all talking at once, each one had his own subject, his own ideas, 
his own language and each had their way of expressing them, and they 
were not long in arranging the most perfectly systematized pandemonium 
ever witnessed in duckology. We watched them until we were tired and 
as it was getting late we made a rush upon them with rocks, and they rose 
like a cloud of thunder. We picked up twenty-one more, that I had killed, 
making twenty-five in all, and tied them on our horses nnd got borne a little 
after dark. A reliable gentleman was at this riffle the day after we were, 
and said he picked up five ducks that we had killed, aDd said he saw where 
the coons had eaten several others. I think I must have killed at least 
forty ! I only got those that fell dead on the spot, and I am sure I mortally 
wounded many. 

I have not been ducking since; but am told that there are but few here 
now, they have all gone South. It will be but a short while, however, until 
they are back agaiD, with the beautiful little Teal and the handsome Wood

Letter From Ohio. 


Bedford, O., Feb'y 1875. 

Editoh Field. Dear Sir: —The sporting is rather quiet here at present, 
and in fact has been since the 1st. of January, as it is illegal to shoot 
game of any kind, except the Fox, and the weather being so cold that the 
hunters do not venture out very often to hunt that cunning slayer of chicken 
and game. 

The Bedford Sportsmen's Club, is in good working order. The members 
are on the alert for violations of the game law, they know no respect of 
person, as one of their own members not long since was caught in the act 
of shooting a rabbit. The following morning Mr. M. C. Wakefield, Chair¬ 
man of the Board of Directors, had the gentleman arrested and brought 
before Squire Ennis to answer to the charge, he plead “ not guilty,” but 
upon being tried was found guilty which cost him in the neighborhood of 
nineteen (10) dollars, he concluded to be in tbe future, a more faithful 
observer of the game law. And another party of three from Newburgh, O., 
about 3rd. of January, came to this Township in pursuit of the same harm¬ 
less little animal, dud in order to do their work thoroughly, they had in their 
possession, three (8) guns, two (3) dogs, and one (1) ferret. They began 
their exploring upon the land of Mr. Wakefield. Mr. Wakefield having an 
eye and ear to business heard tbe report of the let. gun, and thought he 
would go and see what was up, and thought if there was any sport going 
on, he would take a hand in the sport, and when he came in sight of the 
gentlemen, he immediately took sense of what they were doing, and made 
a bee line for the nearest Justice of the Peace had paperB issued, and 
started in company with the constable J. J. Kcny to arrest the party. You 
may imagine how surprised the violators were, when tbe constable in¬ 
formed them that they might consider themselves arrested for violation of 
the game law They were brought before Squire Ennis, plead guilty to the 
charge which cost them twenty (34) dollars, and they expressed a desire to 
remain at home for a while in the future. Still another was arrested for 
shooting a harmless little rabbit, which coBt him eight (8) dollars for his 
crack shot. 8o you see it is not very healthy for any one to be violating the 
game law here. 

The club expect to hold their first Tournment as soon as the weather will 
permit this spring. Bob. 

From Southern Illinois.

Hints to Sportsmen. 


The following are a few hints applicable to the sportsmen rather than 
to the dog. Wc will suppose that you are out now for the first time with 
your young dog after game, he being thoroughly au fait at the toho and 
drop, by word and signnl, understanding the word "dead," and what “find 
or seek" means. Always be careful to give your dog the wind; when going 
down wind keep him to heel, ahunys be attending to hint and he will learn 
to pay attention to you; for that reason, which is very important, always 
go out alone; don’t permit him to go loo far from you, when for enough 
whistle. A wave of the whole arm in the direction you wish him to go, at 
the same time turning your body and moving in the direction you wave 
will give him, with constant repetition and experience, a very fair notion of 
ranging. A really methodical range, ulthough far more beautiful, us well 
as useful when taught, being a work of two or three seasons, will require 
more trouble and patience than our readers are likely to be able to spare. 
You must now for your dog’s first season, or at any rate until you are 
thoroughly satisfied he is perfectly steady use great self denial. When he 
finds a covey and points them kill only one bird, murk well where it fulls, 
drop your dog by signal, supposing he does not drop at the crack of the 
gun, take a couple of minutes nt least to loud, go to where you have 
marked your bird giving your dog the wind; after he points dead pick it 
up, let hits smell it, checking him gently if he attempts to bite it; make 
much of your dog, stroke the bird's feathers smooth, and put it slowly in¬ 
to your pocket. When poiuting go up slowly to your dog, not behind but 
at au angle to him so that he. can see you, and you be able to check him if 
he seems inclined to be unsteady, make a great show of going up quietly, 
pick your feet up high and walk as if treading on eggs, so that your dog may 
see how careful you are for fear of frightening the birds, and it will make 
him more cautious. If you can sec the birds when your pup is poiuting 
so as to be sure they arc birds, if a smoker take out your pipe, sit down 
where he can see you and enjoy it, when finished walk quietly up and kill 
your bird. Whenever your dog flushes, either by accident or design, on 
no account shoot, no matter how tempting the shot may be. When birds 
rise teach your dog to drop to wing by making him drop whether you 
Bhoot or not, there, is wisdom in this as very often he might stumble on 
the outermost bird of a covey down wind, and by dropping enable you to 
get a shot at the rest. By only firing one barrel you will be able to pick 
your shot; make Bure of killing the first few hints you shoot at over your 
dog, si) that he may at once establish a connection between the sound of 
the shot and thejbagging of the bird; use straight powder, take no chance 
on long shots, you are not out for the purpose of making a bag, but for 
teaching your dog. Should you unfortunately wing a bird treat it as o 
miss even if you know exactly where it is, mark the place well, move away, 
hunt a little, and gradually work round to where it lies, let him find nnd 
point it, put on your neck cord, for it might flutter off and he might chase 
it, understanding what the check cord is, it alone will act as a caution to 
him, if you can pick it up all right, but it would be better to shoot it on 
the ground thus puttingjno temptation in bis way, on the old principle that 
prevention is better than cure. Keep up his retrieving nt home if to be 
used as a retriever, but do not allow him to retrieve his first season, al¬ 
though you make him seek and point dead. If yov have occasion to use 
the whip speak to him reproachfully and not in an angry or quick tone, 
your whipping will huvo more effect, besides not making your dog afraid 
to come to you. Always carry something in your pocket to reward him 
with, and when you leave it off do it gradually. There is one accomplish¬ 
ment, a very easy one, and one we always teach our dogs as it is espec¬ 
ially useful in this country owing to our using the same dogs in the open 
and covert both; we taught it to a pointing spaniel once in England, and 
found it very useful towards the end of our dog's first season, when on » 
point, in long grass, or where you know tbe birdB will be, call him by 
whistling, and then lead him to where you whistled for him, keep him by 
you a short time, and then encourage him to go back and take up his point 
again, after having shot make much of him and give him a reward; it is 
astonishing how quickly ho will )cam what it is for, nnd some dogs after 
a little teaching, if they think you don’t know where they arc and don't 
hear their whistlo, will come and look for you, nnd lead you back to their 
point, Wc bplleve this one thing enlarges their intelligence more than 
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all the rest of their training, for it teaches them to put this and that to¬ 
gether. Of course, you must use discretion, as some dogs evidently have 
not the sense to sue what it is for, and you ' might spoil him by making 
him run from his point. In woods or thick cover we consider it one of the 
most useful accomplishments a dog can posses. One thing we must cau¬ 
tion our readers against, that is keeping a young dog out too long at a 
time, he ought not to go out at first for more than a couple of hours, and 
never longer his first season than half a day. 


Spaniels. 

I have read with a great deal of interest the article in your paper head¬ 
ed, "The Spaniel os a Field Dog," by Mabry. He has my hearty concur¬ 
rence in all that he states regarding this, to me, most desirable family of 
the canine race. Were the sportsmen of the west to become better ac¬ 
quainted with the many desirable qualities of pure bred spaniels, more of 
them would be used in the many branches of field sports in which they ex¬ 
cel. There is certainly no handsomer, more intelligent, or active breed of 

dogs. Still one sees very few pure bred ones in the west. The se-called 

spaniels arc generally of a mongrel type, as but little attention has been 
paid to their breeding. I have owned and shot over clumbers, cockers 
and Irish water spaniels; the two first excelling in cover shooting, whilst 
the latter is the peer of all breeds for duck shooting. Pure bred ones are 
about 22 or 23 inches tall, of a dark silver color, strongly built, with thick 
oily undercoat, which renders them able to withstand the extreme cold, 
though remaining in the water for a great length of time, even in the cold¬ 
est weather. Their handsome bead, intelligent eyes, long, silky cars, 
with the tuft of curly hair extending from the top of the head nearly to the 
eyes, combined with their remarkable intelligence and natural disposition 
to retrieve, makes them valuable for the retrieving of game either on land 
or from the water, us well as moat desirable companion. A distinguishing 
feature of the pure breed is the tuft of curly hair extending from the top 
of the head nearly to the eyes, usually designated as their “top knot." 
This breed if crossed with any other seldom retain this feature in perfec¬ 
tion. A very good description of the breed has been recently published 
in the Field from the pen of J. S. Skidmore, of Nantwick, England, who 
is the most celebrated breeder of this strain of dogs in England, having 
taken at bench shows there nearly all the first prizes offered with his cele¬ 
brated Duck, Doctor, Shamrock, Bridget, etc. I succeeded in securing a 
dog bred from this stock with which 1 have been so well pleased that with 
the desire of improving tne stock of our sporting dogs, now so prevalent 
among sportsmen, i have ordered from the above named breeder a bitch 
with pup by bis champion prize dog. Doctor, and hope at some of the 
coming bench shows, to be able to show western sportsmen the pure-bred 
Irish water spaniel, provided a class is open for this breed, as well as set¬ 
ters and pointers. At all such shows the. spaniel class should be open for 
competition as it would be a stimulant to a greater improvement of these 
noted sporting dogs, for there are hundreds of sportsmen whose greatest 
pleasure is in duck shooting in the cool autumn months. How often you 
hear the lovers of this exhilarating sport telling how many ducks they 
would have had, could they only have secured those they shot which fell 
in spots inaccessible to nnytliiug but a really good dog. Last fall a gentle¬ 
man visited a spot remarkoble for the number of ducks that congregated 
there, but it was not a favorite place for sportsmen, as it was considered 
almost impossible to recover more than a very few that could be shot, on 
account of the soft, miry nature of the ground. He bad an Irish water 
spaniel of the Skidmore breed, with which he recovered 45 ducks, the 
whole number he shot. In a letter received from him he says: I never saw 
such perseverance exhibited by any animal before. Now that there is a 
growing interest in the improvement of all breeds of hunting dogs, let the 
managers of bench shows have classes for all breeds of dogs that are 
adapted to the different branches of field sports, and a growing desire will 
soon be seen amongst sportsmen to become the owners of some of the beau¬ 
tiful, as well as intelligent and useful breed of spaniels.

Field Trials.

Every sportsman interested (as what one is not;) in the improvement of 
the faitbfu) companion, the necessary auxiliaries of our sport, hailB with 
pleasure the advance in matters pertaining to this ‘ gentle craft,' betoken to 
the increasing interest in, and demand for, field trials for dogs. For too 
many years have we listened, to assertions from one and another part of 


the coun.ry that, “There don't run, no sir, a better dog than my Shot, ora 
dog I’d rather have, day in and day out than old Shot”; or; “ If I bad that dog 
of mine I owned four years ago, but some feller stole it" (did yon ever 
meet a shooter who had not had a magnificent dog stolen or poisoned, or 
lost by the distemper, or a bone in bis throat, or a bite from a snake?). I d 
show you then, soon, whether there were any chickens in the field and 
never get off the fence;” and now sportsmen are beginning not only to per¬ 
ceive, but act upon the perception, that there is one sure way to set these 
assertions at rest, and that is, set them right on some experience. False 
theory goes down before facts, or else the adjective "stubborn" has aways 
been wrongly used, 

Field trials, properly conducted, will settle, not at once perhaps, but 
after a not unreasonable length of time, these disputes as to the superiority 
of Thomas’s, Richard’s or Henery’s beast. But if they do not prove so 
successful as that, they will show certainly where there are some good 
ones to which to go with a reasonable expectation of success, Boinetime 
when necessity demands. They may also tend to develop talent near 
home, concerning the existence of which many were ignorant. If this 
were not the case among the canines, it would be among their masters, in 
the line of training. The exhibition of well broken animals would surely 
act as a stimulus to all who were conscious of any talent that way, to 
develop what there was in themselves, and we should see more of our 
sportsmen becoming, though in never so small a sense, educators. The 
effect of this, upon the pleasures of this shooting season, any one can see 

and appreciate. . 

It would tend to make the community begin to recognize the possibility 
of property being invested in dogs. The laws of this c untry do not fail 
to perceive that man bas a right to have and hold and defend such things as 
fowls, but, as the the complaint of sportsmen from many quarters if one puts 
more money in a brace of canines, than would buy his neighbors stock of 
fowls twice over, they can give him no assurance that if some ill-disposed 
person makes away with whut he prizes so highly, he can obtain redress. Of 
course, what 1 b needed in this particular, is a change of sentiment among 
the members of society; and that exibitions of blooded dogs would have a 
tendency to cultivate such a sentiment, seems evident co the most casual 
observer. Indeed to deny! this is to deny the working of principles long 
since recognized by every observer as operating in analogous cases. 

The standard for dogs, especially among sportsmen of the Interior and 
West is and must be, utility. It matters less whether au nuimal be built 
in accordance with the models of beauty displayed iu the choicest kennels 
of the lnnd, or whether he is formed to endure rough and continuous work 
in all weathers and seasons. There are those who claim that the model 
form for beauty is als» the form for endurance, that the necessary sagacity 
and scent belong to the well shaped head and nose of course. On the 
the other hand, there are not wanting those who answer that grace and 
strength are not mutually dependent, that the perfection of grace recog¬ 
nized in sculpture, is very far from being the highest form of strength in 
the human form, and probably the sarno is true of the lower orders; that 
at any rate, as good work can be obtained from u homely canine as a hand¬ 
some one; that in fact the possession of an ugly looking dog is a much 
more advantageous thing than it seems at first sight, because there are fewer 
covetous eyes cast Acban like, at such an one. (The decision of this theory 
docs not concern usnow, field trials will settle and they alone.) For the highest 
it satisfaction, field trials demand two things; first, good country; i. c. well 
stocked with game; a variety if possible. The indigenous gamebirds of 
this country are of so many kinds, and the country so well adapted from 
its extent, to the introduction of many foreign ones; that wo need have 
little anxiety upon this head. Second, time. The Memphis trial was 
voted a succes, and without doubt justly so, but in considering it, the time 
devoted to each animal seems much too short for satisfaction. If a man 
were meaning to try a dog preparatory to purchase, he Would ssareely be 
content with any short of a full day, in trying weather; a half a day at any 
rate, he would insist upon. But it is hardly possible with a large number 
of entries to give so much time to each one, and so this second requisite 
stands as the most serious obstacle to the bucccss of the competition wc 
are considering. But we may reasonably expect that it will be removed, 
or compensated for in some way or other. 

Opinions of sportsmen seem at present to be much divided concerning 
the.retrieving of setters and pointers, this question we notice came up quite 
prominently at the time of the Memphis trial already alluded to, and the 
decision to give no points for retrieving, caused much dissatisfaction. But 
it seems possible to satisfy both parties, aud that too in a simple manner. 
Would there be any objection to dividing the entries into two classes, which, 
for convenience, we may call retrievers and non-retrievers. Then parties

having dog* which they would like to enter, can take their choice with tin 
pro*t>ect of having all tbeir strong point* in their training duly considered, 
and of not being overmatched. 

The place which this subject bolds in the minds of sportnmcn is shown 
by the success attending the three or more trials and Bench shows which 
have occutred within the year in different parts of of our country; but we 
all trust they nre but indication of better things when the nlmrods of this 
land ' get their hands in.' 

Extensive Capture of Wild Geese. 


Mishawaka, Inn., Jan. 80th, 1875. 

Editor of the Fiki.d; D/ar Sir:— I have promised you now and then a 
line or two as a partial recompense for the pleasure afforded me by perus¬ 
ing your paper, but so many unforeseen obstacles have come up between 
me and my good resolutions that I have been thus fur unable to redeem 
that promise, and by the way, Mr. Editor, did you ever think how hard it 
is to do these things which can be done any time* If you have a book or 
paper that you lay away to read at leisure—at any time—you never find 
time to touch it until long after the pleasure of its perusal is destroyed by 
the delay. If you have a letter to write at some time when you have noth¬ 
ing else on hand, that time comes not until finally you are reminded by a 
new missivo from your friend, hinting that his former letter has uot been 
noticed. If you think to drop your editor a friendly line—which you say 
to yourself you will do when you are not so much hurried—that time, too, 
never comes, until all inspiration has died out, and you are finally forced 
to do as contemplated by the mere force of your love of equity—in doing 
an act wholly owing—and so it goes, no time for leisure, for doing those 
things that we thought can be done any time. And can any moral be 
drawn from this? I think so. Always do what, seems to you right and 
proper and at the proper season. 

I sec from some of the articles of your correspondents that they are fre¬ 
quently describing some of their bunting scenes, or experiences of the aged 
or those who have seen much, and while I neither acknowledge great age, 
or claim any very great experience, I have thought to give you a little item 
that transpired within my own memory, and that is how hundreds of wild 
geese were caught without traps, nets, guns, or—salt. 

Some thirty or more years ago the prairies in Lal’orte county wurc not 
so thickly settled as now, and large fields of winter wheat could always be 
found . Great Docks of wild geese were always tlic frequent visitors of 
these fields, feeding at leisure upon the tender blades of wheat. They 
could be found there in greater or less numbers almost any hour, and they 
finally formed, the practice of spending the nights out upon these fields. 
On one occasion a terrible sleet storm visited that purt of the country, and 
the result was that the wings and backs of the wild geese, sitting on the 
prairie, became so covered and clogged that the poor birds were unable to 
fly. Their condition was soon discovered in the morning, nrd scores of 
citizens were out picking up by hand and carrying to their homes these un¬ 
fortunate birds. The greatest numbers were captured by those accustom¬ 
ed to hunting. Our family contained no professional hunters, and we only 
secured four, but I know of men who took twenty and thirty, and even us 
high as sixty geese, all alive. I think it a safe estimate to say that not less 
thaD five hundred live geese were captured at that time. Towards noon 
the weather moderated. The geese, realizing their condition, made every 
effort to escape, and even picked, with their bills, some of the icy sleet 
from their wings. By ten o'clock they could fly and no moru could be 
caught, but the great number captured cauld actually be noticed in the 
smallness of the flocks which visited these grounds for the remainder of 
that season. 

Very many of the geese captured at that time were kept until ten or 
fifteen years ago, and hundreds of citizens of LaPortc county still remem¬ 
ber the great sleet storm and the great catcb of wild geese.

Editor The Field. Dear Sir; —A parly composed of the following 
named gentlemen left Bradford Ohio on the 0 p. m train Monday January 
25 for Jonesboro Ind 80 miles distunt on the line of the P. C. & Bt. L. K. It. 
to spend a couple of days among the bob-whites. Messrs Easthum and 
Bowers, of Bradford, Neal and Prouty, of ColumbuB, Dr. Parker and your 
humble servant of this city accompanied by eight good dogs staunch and 
true. On our arrival at Jonesboro we were met by Mr. Wiley, a veteran 


sportsman residing in thiB village, who was waiting with his turnout to 
drive us to the shooting grounds ten miles South. We commenced shoot 
ing at 10 a. m. and enjoyed fine sport until duBk, when Bowers and Parker 
were compelled, through business engagements to return home. The 
next day (Wednesday) wo were up bright and early, and about it o’clock 
the sport comumenc d and continued until 2 p. m. when it began to rain 
which of course put a stop to the sport. In the evening we took train 
for home, having killed 205 Quail and four Pheasants this we considered s 
big bag, the birds were plenty and we know of no plnce where better sport 
can be had than along the line of this road, should any of the sportsmen 
in your city want to enjoy u few days good quail shooting, if they will call 
on Mr. Easthum, or Sowers we will vouch for their being well repaid for the 
trip. And we think Mr. E. can show you as fine pure blooded and well 
broken dogs as ever quartered a field. His red and white dog Frank out of 
a bluck and white bitch imported by Dr. Brown of Pittsburg by LcMoynes 
is u perfect specimen of the Irish setter and the best single bird dog in thiH 
section, at least we think so. His black bitch Belle out of LcMoynes black 
and tan bitch Nelly by his celebrated Don is a very fine animal, she gives 
promise of making a number one field preformer although only one year 
old, she works well on quail and is thoroughly broken. Messrs Neal and 
Prouty hud five very fine setters with them and they worked splendidly, wr 
saw the whole five backing in the open field at one time. Last but not 
least, and I think by far the finest dog in the lot was East ham’s Kent, out of 
Alcinsou’s block and tan bitch Flora by Stoddard’s imported rod dog Mar. 
Kent is jet bluck and a very dark tun with_a _small white feather in the 
breast long silken ears set well buck, high full forehead, wide between the 
eyes, good nose, lurge and powerfully built he looks the very picture of en¬ 
durance, is two years old and as far as 1 am capable of judging perfect in 
the field, I think he is the most perfect spccimeu of the Gordon Setter 1 
ever saw. Mr. Sowers also keeps four setters that are well broken and 
good dogs. So you sec this little out of the way village of Bradford is 
trying to keep up with the times iu the way of field sports. Mr. E. tells 
me he is going to breed kia bitch Belle to Mr. Stodard’s Slnr, if he does so I 
predict she will throw some very fine whelps; he proposes to sell her pup¬ 
pies at $20 each when eight or ten weeks old, this will be within the reach 
of a great many sportsmen in this vicinity, who would like to have a good 
dog but who cannot afford to pay the fancy prices asked by regulur deal¬ 
ers.—The legislature of this state has extended the game law thirty days, 
consequently next fall we will shoot until tbc first of Feb'y.—Some 15 or 
20 prominent turfsmen held a meeting at the Lclund Hotel in this city u 
few days ago, to take action concerning the Spring races which arc adver¬ 
tised to come off over the Fountain Park Course in May C.

It has been a much disputed question among/physio legists ms to the de¬ 
terioration of the bumRn race, some answering in tbc affirmative, some in 
the negative. Wo question much if any feats iiqmodern warfare canjeom- 
pure with many that look place iu the dreadful war of the “Two Boses." 
Take, for instance, Sir Richard Herbert, of Colbrook, and tbc "stout" Earl 
of Warwick, whose grout abilities have never been surpassed, and we 
think the answer must be in the affirmative : _ . 

Sir Richard Herbert, of Colbrook, brother to' the Karl of Pembroke, was 
a person of more than common stature, and, iu the contests between the 
houses of York and Lancaster, he took pari with the former. He was re¬ 
nowned for his valor in several adventures, but more particularly in ih- 
battle of Danesboro, near Edgecotc, in Northamptonshire, on July 20, 1400. 
In that engagement, Sir Richard, with his pole-ax in his hand, passed and 
returned twice through the enemy’s ranks, killing with his own hund one 
hundred and forty men, without receiving any mortal wound; but as they 
(the Yorkists) were obtaining victory, ou rushed John Cluplmm, with five 
hundred men, whom he hud got together, bearing before them the standard 
of their master, Richard Neville, (he great Earl of Warwick, and shoaling 
the well-known war-cry, “A Warwick ! A Wurwick !” which so affrighted 
the. Welshmen, they, thinking that the redoubtable earl was advancing 
with bis array, suddenly fled, and the Lancastrian forces pursuing, slew 
above five thousand, besides making many prisoners. The Earl of Pem¬ 
broke, with Sir Richard, his brother, endeavoring to rally their men, were 
taken, and beiug brought to Banbury, were beheaded the next day after 
the bailie. Much lamentation and great entreaty was made to save Sir 
Richard's life, not only for his great prowess as a soldier, but for the munly 
virtues with which he was endowed. Even his own brother, the earl, when 
lie laid down his bead on the block to suffer, beseeched Sir John Con vers 
to save him, in these words : “Let me die, for I am old ; but save my 
brother, who is youug, lusty and hardy, mete nnd apt to serve the greatest 
prince in Christiandom.” Sir John, however,,wns inexorable, and ibe earl. 
Ills brother, with ten others, lost their heads. 

The Earl of Warwick himself subsequently fell at the battle of Barnet. 
April 16th, 1471, after enacting prodigies of valor. It is stated that, after 
being hemmed ifito a corner, be slew seven men with bis own band before 
lie was put to death.

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A correspondent of the Indiana Farmer recently put forward a strong 
plea for those arch-favorites of all true sportsmen, tho quails, dwelling 
particularly upon their value as insect destroyers. He observes : 

“Hardly any of our injurious insects come amiss to them-, but they seem 
to have a special liking for the chinch bug. These insects are often found 
in the crop of the quail to the number of 100 to 150. This insect seems to 
bo largely on the increase in our country. I have seen their ages in 
several States during the past summer. In many instances whole fields 
have been devastated by them and the labor of the husbandman has been 
lost If the quail family would destroy 100 each per day, beginning early 
in the spring before the eggs are laid for the new brood o msec s it is 
evident that if the birds were as plentiful as they soon would be if none 
were killed by sportsmen for two or three years, that they would have a 
very decided effect in holding this insect in cheek if not exterminating it 
from our fields.” 

The great value of the quail to the farmer cannot be overlooked and we 
quite agree with the writer of the foregoing, that to insure its mu tiplica- 
tion, the gun should be used with judgment. Everybody knows that the 
quail isoue of the most delicate, as it is one of the best of American game¬ 
birds and for this reason there should be greater consideration accorded 
it Not only has he to contend against natural enemies, and to be at the 
mercy of pot-hunters and inconsiderate sportsmen, but cold winters and 
heavy snows are no less fatal, thousands finding destruction annually from 
, the latter cause alone. The necessity, therefore, for taking more stringent 
. and effective measures for his preservation must be apparent to all, and wo 
think a good plan to follow in those states where he is becoming extinct, 
would be that pursued by Massachusetts, a few years since, i. e for the 
i legislatures to enact a law utterly prohibiting tbe killing of quail for a per- 
I iod of three years, thus allowing the species to increase and multiply with- 
• out fear of destruction other than by natural enemies and the elemenU, 

and their diraunilion from the latter may be greatly modified by a little 
“ cave and kindness on the part of .farmers, and others in provid ng; food and 
«heltcr during the more rigorous part of winter. In the Bay State this 1 
was found to operate most successfully, as at the end of the proscribed 
- period places that had been entirely depopulated afforded quite fair shoot¬ 
ing. We recommend this plan to the cobBideration of our Western sports- 
, men and legislatures, and would remark, en passant, that it is not wise to 
‘ wait until a growing scarcity of quail gives indication of the necessity for 
6 such a law. Take time by the forelock, and demonstrate the truth of the 
old adage, “A stitch in time saves nine.”

We would state that while both parties in this controversy cling persist¬ 
ently to their respective views, their discussions have been conducted in 
the most friendly manner, the great point being whether or not the begin¬ 
ning of the close season ought to be postponed one month.

Notwithstanding the snow storm, the sportsmens’ pigeon shooting tour¬ 
nament at Peru, to-day, was a brilliant success.

A gentleman long resident in Mexico, says, 
that a good way to manage a horse that will not 
be shod is to take a cord the size of a common 
bcdcord; put it into the mouth of the horse like 
a bit and tie it tightly on the animal's head, pass¬ 
ing his left ear under the string, not painfully 
tight, but tight enough to keep the ear 
down and the cord in its place. This done, pat 
the horse gently >n the side of the head and com 
maud him to follow. It subdues any horse and 
he becomes as gentle and obedient as a dog. 


Cold Sweat. 

A corespondent of Our Dumb Animals, an 
excellent Boston publication, writes as follows on 
the subject of Cold Sweat. Being an old stage- 
owner, with a large experience with horses, he is 
competent to give good practical advice. 

“I find not a few persons having charge of hor¬ 
ses in cold and stormy weather complain that 
some of them are troubled with what they term 
‘cold sweat,’—that is, they are found in the morn¬ 
ing with the hair wet and cold from yesterday’s 
work. They say, why is it that this horse does not 
dry off like the rest of the team? There may be 
more than one reason. Perhaps this horse iB not 
in good condition, and he may not be able to do 
as much work in the same length of time as the 
others. Certainly he cannot, if he has this so- 
called ‘cold sweat' in the morning. At any rate 
this horse has been worked until his blood has 
become heated, and the pores of the skin opened 
and the hair wet with perspiration, and then al¬ 
lowed to cool off so quick that the pores of the 
akin close so that no heat can come from the 
body to dry the hair, and the consequence is the 
poor horse stands with his wet coat on all night, 
or until somethingis done to open the pores to 
let the heat out. This is usually done by hitch¬ 
ing him up and putting him to work, which is 
better than nothing. But I think he feels about 
as you and I would, if we had slept in a wet coat 
all night, and I think 1 should say to my employ¬ 
er that I had taken a bad cold and could not 
work. But the poor horse cannot say so, and he 
is put to work. 

“ But the question is, how to prevent this ‘cold 
sweat.’ One way is, give him gentle exercise 
until dryor nearly so. But my way is to scrape the 
horse as dry as I can, rub the hair the way it 
grows close to the skin, throw a woolen blanket 
over him, buttoned round the breast only, give 
him a warm bran mush thinned down so he can 
drink it. This will supply heat and keep 
the pores of the skin open, and the 
heat of the body will dry the hair, so that in 
twenty-five or thirty minutes you can dress your 
horse for the night, give him him his supper, and 
in the morning you will have a fine feeing horse, 
and he will be ready for work. By the wav, a 
drying blanket should never be lined. The best 
cheap blanket to dry a horse under Is an all-wool 
cheap floor carpet, one that is not wove tight. It 
will protect the body from cold, and will let the 
steam through. 

“ To make bran mush, take as many quarts of 


rye wheat middlings as you have horses, add as 
many table-spoonfuls of caraway seed, stir it up 
with boilihg water (or better in cold, and bring 
it to a boil), set it off and cover it for five min¬ 
utes and thin it down with cold water. 

“ I practiced this treatment for years with my 
stage horses, and I think it paid.
